Himmler Is Reported Slain, 
Goering Wounded in New Plot 


LONDON, Aug. 8.—(4)—A new-¢ ~™

LONDON, Aug. 9 (Wednesday). 
(P) — More than 3,500 planes 
smashed at German front posi- 
tions in strong support of ground 
troops driving toward Paris, but 
the tremendous effect of the aerial 
barrage was marred by a report 
that some of the bombs were un- 
loaded on Allied troops. 

Waves of U. S. heavy bombers, 
in a violent, heavy smash, tore 
the Germans loose from their 
bristling defenses below Caen, 
opening the space for Canadian? 
tanks to lead the drive, after 1,000 
RAF heavies had softened the 
same positions 14 hours before. 

As the American heavies 
stabbed through heavy flak, in- 
tense as any encountered over Eu- 
rdpe, some bombers, including the 
lead plane, which controlled the 
bombing of one formation, dropped 
their explosives among Allied 
troops, causing casualties. 


26 PLANES LOST 

The incident recalled another 
unfortunate occurrence July 25, 
when the Americans .opened their 
offensive in the path of 1,500 
Their

The agreement, negotiated by 
Acting Secretary of State Stetti- 
nius for this country and Lord 
Beaverbrook for Britain, is the 
first pact dealing directly’ with 
postwar trade and security.

The agreement looks toward an 
eventual international oil confer- 
ence and the establishment of an 
international commission which 
would make recommendations to 
governments on how companies 
should produce and sell petroleum. 

It sets up an Anglo-American 
commission charged with the dis- 
tribution of oil “to all peaceable 
countries” subject to a future 
world organization to check ag- 
gression and maintain peace. Thus, 
it provides the first ready means 
for sanctions against aggressors on 
oil—basic to modern warfare. 

In addition to establishment of 
the lo-American commission, 
main points of the agreement are: 

1. Assurance that “adequate sup- 
plies of petroleum shall be avail- 
able in international trade to the 
nationals of all peaceable countries 
at fair prices and on a nondiscrimi- 
natory basi&,” subject’to provisions 
for the maintenance of peace. 

2. “Development of petroleum 
resources with a view to the sound 


economic advancement of produc: 


ing countries.” 

3. “Recognition of the principle 
of equal opportunity in the acqui- 
— of concessions.’ 

4. “Respect for valid concession 
contracts. 

5. Ban on unnecessary restric- 
tions, such as governments might 
impose for their individual intes- 
ests, in production and internation- 
al distribution of petroleum. 

The agreement lays down the 


broad principle of free competition’ 


within the framework of interna- 
tional controls for p@ace and sound 
economic development. Sponsors 
hope it may be a model for future 
pacts on such subjects as rubber, 
wheat, aviation and international 
trade in general. 

Other govérnments may simply 
adhere the pact, or an interna- 
tional conference may be held at 
which a new agreement may be 
writt

The communique said the Ger- 
mans threw in a heavy counter- 
attack of several days’ duration 
in the Birzai direction in north 
Lithuania but that the Red army 
had smashed it, killing 6,000 of 
the enemy, capturing 1,350 and 
renewed its own offensive, taking 
more than 80 towns, including 
Radviliskis, on the border 43 
miles south of Riga.

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Optimism and Reality in War 

American soldiers in France and Italy, facing the withering 
fire of stubbornly retreating German armies, are irritated by 
the Polly-anna optimism expressed by some radio commentators, 
“military experts” and home folks in their letters to sons, hus- 
bands and relatives. - 

Germany, with a propaganda system unknown and unim- 
agined by the people of this country, know of this discontent and 
send messages to our men. “If the war is going to be over by 
autumn, why are you fighting now?” ,.. “If the gnd is so near 
why not stop fighting today? Why should you be killed if it is 
so near the end?’ 

The Army, especially the men in the Pacific, will be angered 
by the stupid lobbying of the National Association of Manufac- 
turers which, without directly saying so, implied in a published 
statement it was in favor of withdrawing lend-lease to England 
as soon as the war with Germany is ended. This would, of course, 
make it impossible for England to carry on full participation with 
us against Japan, as England is pledged to do. Since the NAM 
apparently wants this country to carry the full load, the parents 
of the thousands of American in the Pacific will be interested 
as will the parents of the thousands more who will have to go 
before Japan is defeated. 

The NAM is a pressure group of long standing which for years 
has maintained a vigorous political lobby. It is in most ways, 
including ethics, similar to the CIO’s Political Action Committee. 

Full operation of lend-lease, which is by no means a one- 
sided arrangement, must be carried on to bring about the soon- 
est possible defeat of Japan. No one act by CIO’s PAC has béen 
more greedily selfish than this propaganda effort by the NAM. 

The soldiers, seeing their fellows killed by the Japanese, will 
be irritated and angered by this stupid piece of business, as will 
their parents. , i . 

All of it adds up to a lesson for those of us at home; not 
to slow up in war effort of blood bank, bonds and Red Cross 
work—as we have; not to become so smugly confident while hun- 
dreds of men daily are giving their lives with the end of the 
war not yet in sight.

The mere fact that German officers themselves place credence 
in the report is encouraging illumination of the state of mind 
of our enemies as of today. They must realize that such outbreaks 
of anti-Nazi violence are more than possible, they are probable. 
Which can only mean the Germans know the reign of Nazi gang- 
sters in the Reich is very near its end.

The ‘Black Day’ 


August 8, yesterday, has, for twenty-six years, been regarded 
by Germans as the anniversary of the blackest day in their history 
as a nation. It was on August 8, 1918, that the Allies under Mar- 
shal Foch launched the great offensive in the Somme sector which 
convinced the German high command they had lost that war. 
-It was immediately after the Allied successes on that day twenty- 
six years ago, that Field Marshal Wrich von Ludendorff\informed 
Kaiser Wilhelm II that overtures for peace should be begun im- 
mediately, before the inevitable worsening of the German mili- 
tary situation occurred. 

We all know the story of the remaining days of the first 


Germans became more complete, until the Armistice on November 
11, 1918. 

In all probability the date which will go into history as the 
German “black day” of this war has already passed. It might 
be one of several significant dates. How soon Hitler and his Nazis 
will accept the inevitable and agree to the only possible terms— 
unconditional surrender—remains to be seen, ‘ ' 

But the Germans have, for generations, shouted and screamed 
of “Der Tag,” and a!l it has brought is a succession of “black 
days” as they realized their impotence to stave off victorious foes. 

Let us hope, this: time, that when the guns are at last quiet, 
it will be the quietude of lasting peace and not the temporary 
and false lull of a mere armistice.

, Religion is one of the greatest forces in the 
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erhaps it is the greatest. 

Certainly no effort, however great, has been _ 
able to uproot a single faith. Torture, being thrown to 
ing at the stake, massacre and other measures designed to wipe out 
a faith, have failed. ‘ ‘ 

Christ, Buddha and Mahomet attracted the greatest groups of 
people. The followers of Christ are broken down into many sects, 
descending all the way down from the faithful and original band, 
to include diverse sects, such as Jehovah’s Witnesses, various “Holi- 
ness’’ groups, Moral Rearmament, and the handlers of poisonous 
reptiles. 

In addition, there are literally hundreds of other faiths, at- 
tracting persons and holding them with great emotional hooks. 

Religion is a force greater than armies, greater, even, than death. 

,50, it must be considered in any sort of deliberation. 

I suppose one safely might assume that every literate citizen 
of this country, rich or poor, would like for the moral weight of 
this Christian country, which offers entire religieus freedom to all, 
to ere into the postwar world and what may happen in that 
world. 

I think we might assume that the isolationist, with his sand pile 
handy, into which he may stick his head and leave exposed, as 
Mr, Quenton Reynolds said, perhaps the most obvious portion of 
his or her anatomy, would agree to have the moral weight of his 
country used in the postwar world. 

With this preamble we approach my point. 


RELIGIOUS FORCES It is a curious fact, but perhaps a trib- 
t 


ute to each faith, that it so rarely 
occurs to the person of one faith that he or she of another faith 
may be just as sincere and as zealous in that other faith. 

The average Christian rarely considers that those who face in 
the direction of Mecca and pray to Allah each morning and after- 
noon not merely are faithful, but also constitute a great political 
force, in so far as international affairs are concerned. 

And while the Generalissimo and Madame Chiang, of China, 
are Christians and Christianity has had a profound effect on the 
Chinese government, the fact remains China is still largely Budd- 
hist, and that fact must be taken into consideration by the world 
powers as they look toward postwar settlements. 

We hope to be a part in setting up a postwar world in which 
there will be no more wars such as we know, with attendant tragic 
and terrifying loss of the most valuable of our people. 

That being true, as I assume we will all agree, it follows that 
we must deal with the various religious beliefs of the peoples of 
the world. That means we must take them into account. It by 
no means implies we will insist on them conforming to our own 
particular religious belief. 

For that reason, while I do not for a moment wish to change 
whatever opinion one may have of Pope Pious XII, and the Catholic 
church, I do stand quite amazed and in utter uncomprehension of 
those who become indignant because the government of this nation 
maintains a diplomatic relationship with the heads of the Catholic 
church. It would not merely be stupid if they did not, it would be 
consequences.

Production Problem 
And War Situation 


There can be no effective denial that the good 
news from the various battle fronts, in recent 


months, has had astendency to tempt the war’ 


. workers on the home front to take things a little 
slower. There is a general feeling that the victory is now sure and, 
with doubt of outcome thus removed, there isn’t the same im- 
pelling urgency for more and faster production of war materiel, 

However, the very fact that the war is going so well makes, the 
need for materiel in many categories even more urgent than it 
would have been had our fighting forces not achieved such strategic 


victories. 

It has been told, and told again, how the “break through” in 
France has suddenly created a tremendous need for heavy trucks. 
The war in France, after being confined to the restricted beach- 
head area of Normandy for two months, has suddenly become a war 
of rapid motion. Armor, tanks, trucks, heavy guns, etc., rushes 
forward at the rate of 15, 20 or 40 miles a day. This means mech- 
anized transport and mechanized offensive power. Which means 
great numbers of huge trucks to carry the men and the supplies. 

There are plenty of railroad lines in France but, during the days 
when we were ¢linging to the beachhead, it was necessary to smash 
the enemy's lines of transport, so he would be badly delayed in 
getting his men and supplies into the battle area, Which meant, 
largely, smashing the railroad lines. Our air forces did this so effec- 
tively that now, as we rush forward, it will take some time to 
restore those railroads so we can use them ourselves. 

Furthermore, our bombers very effectively destroyed bridges 
over the French rivers—with the same objective—and that means 
more trucks to transport the supplies needed by our engineers to 
throw new bridges across. 

Which is, partially, an explanation of the sudden demand for 
Gen. Eisenhower for great numbers of the largest types of trucks, 
which means great numbers of heavy-duty truck tires which, coupled 
with a labor shortage, explains the bottleneck in that wartime 


industry. 2

eific in many categories which cannot be described here. 

That Pacific demand is directly attributable to the gratfying 
successes of our fleets and planes and ground troops against the 
Japanese. 

We are, in our Pacific war, actually several months hhead of 
the timetable we had anticipated. Which means, literally, that we 
need supplies of various types today which we had not expected 
to need for several months yet. 

It all means that the final victory will, barring accidents, come 
sooner in both Europe and the Pacific than we had thought pos- 
sible, a year ago. That is, the victories will come if we are able 
to send to our armies overseas all these items of supply for which 
they call. | 

There isn’t a man or:a woman in America, with son or husband 
or brother fighting overseas, who wouldn’t do anything to bring 
cessation of hostilities more quickly and, hence, that son or husband 
or brother home the sooner. 

We can do it by meeting every call from our commanders for 
materiel in whatever category they need. 

Which means, once again, work and work and go without and 
work some more, 


AS FOR INFLATION Another undesirable effect of the good 


war news is that too many people are 
getting the idea that it is no longer necessary to watch their spend- 
ing habits, to buy war stamps and bonds and to refrain from com- 
peting for too scarce goods, thus forcing prices up. 

What is more, those who yield to the temptation to squander 
unnecessarily at higher prices today will probably see their wiser 
and thriftier brothers buying articles of the same type and quality 
for much less, not so long after the war is done, - 

For, in ali probability, there will, as soon as American industry 
is regeared to peace needs, be surpluses in ’most all types of goods. 

In the first place, when both wars are won, there will be surplus 
Army stocks to be disposed of. These will tend to force prices 
downward. 

Furthermore, American industry has, under the pressure of war, 
been geared to faster production and this ability will not disappear 
when peace comes, Industry will be turning out the goods we want 
to buy faster and in greater quantity than ever before. Which, 
again, spells lower prices for many things. 

Incidentally, Af the remarks above about the urgency of mili- 
tary need for many types of materiel has turned your thoughts to 
those strikers who should be heartily ashamed of themselves, don’t 
worry too much. It is bad and disgusting, we all feel. But, after 
all, strike or labor-caused delay in production doesn't amount to 
more than 3/per cent of the whole. Ninety-seven per cent, at least, 
is swinging along the victory road without any slowdowns at ‘all. 
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fice,

sues. Legal rights of every work- 
er in the country have been ig- 
nored as though they had been 
waived out of existence. And 
here, in dramatic and excited 
clamor, American citizens are re- 
viled as though they were traitors 
to their sons and brothers in the 
war because they rebelled against 
the rule of an organization which 
is an auxiliary of President Roose- 
velt’'s political party. Now, if 
they refuse'to submit, the lead- 
ers may go to jail and the rank 
and file rebels will be blackballed 
from all employment in flagrant 
violation of law and of their 
rights as Americans and as hu- 
man beings. That unlawful os- 
tracism would mean poverty, hun- 
ger, dispossession and social de- 
gradation for the men and their 
families. — 

The ‘recognized union in this 
case is that of the transport work- 
ers. It is a New York cell of the 
Communist front .and notorious 
for its brutal violence to every 
anti-Communist American member 
who dares to raise his voice, and 
for its dictatorial rule. It is a 
part of Sidney Hillman’s Com- 
munist front of the CIO and it 
enjoys the favor of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Francis Biddle, 
the attorney general, sneaked up 
a hidden stair in Chicago during 
the recent Democratic convention 
to make political obeisance to Hill~ 
man, remarking, in the hearing of 
a credible newspaper reporter, “I 
never thought I would do this for 
any man.” 

Biddle has ordered an “investi- 
gation” and sent an assistant to 
Philadelphia. The FBI, which 
Biddle commands, has detectives 
on the scene. There have been 
sneaking insinuations that. enemy 
agents may have inspired the 
strike. And a dispatch to the New 
York Times leads off with the 
gratuitous, irrevelant and preju- 
dicial observation that the strike 
‘provided Berlin and Tokyo with 
“a windfall of propaganda.” 

It is here predicted that the 
FBI will not prove that enemy 
agents were involved and that 
Biddle will uphold the Commu- 
nist adherents of Sidney Hillman, 
the man he called on in Chicago. 


-— 

The first basic truth to be em- 
phasized is that the workers here 
did not vote to accept this union 
as their bargaining agent. They 
were not even asked whether they 
would accept it as their political 
agent. For every 11 who voted 
to recognize Communists, nine 
voted their refusal. Nevertheless, 
the Communists became the bar- 
gaining agent for the large and 
almost equal dissenting minority. 
In addition, these Communists, 
according to their rule and their 
understanding with the Roosevelt 
administration, have presumed to 
represent them politically. 

The New York Herald Tribune 
says that if the strikers persisted 
in .flouting the law, the union 
they had chosen to represent them 
and the fundamental tenets of 
democracy, it was essential that 
coercion be applied. 

But no law has been flouted by 
the strikers. We have no law 
against strikes, and the reason is 
that Roosevelt forbade passage of 
any such law. All we have had 
is a promise by the union bosses 
that there would. be no war-in- 
dustry strikes, given in return for 
a promise that no such law would 
be enacted. That promise has 
been violated 10,000 times and the 
whole bargain, therefore, is off. 
But the law does say the work- 
ers may bargain through agents 
of their own free choice, and that 
law was violated in the recogni- 
tion of a Communist front, po- 
litical organization, which they 
had specifically rejected. 


Race Issue 

The immediate issue wis the 
upgrading of Negro workers. It 
is held to be undemocratic and 
un-American to discriminate on 
grounds of race or religion. 

But the same authorities who 
decry discrimination here threaten 
to discriminate against white 
Americans and, by making them 
utterly unemployable, reduce them 
to a status even more painful and 
humiliating than that of the Ne- 
groes. Discrimination for certain 
reasons, they forbid... Discrimina- 
tion for their own reasons, they 
approve. 

As a political partner of the 
union, a partnership announced by 
Biddle, himself, last year, the 
whole Roosevelt administration is 
arrayed on the side of one of the 
parties against the other. 

This condition, foreseen long 
ago, has developed subtly and is 
now in full effect.

WASHINGTON.—After all of the sorry ree 
ords of the earlier Harding, Coolidge and Hoover 
administrations, it is amazing to find Repub- 
licans trying to make an issue of our state of

using the recent Republican national convention at Chicago 
an excessive amount of oratory was given ‘over to the subject. We 
heard such Republican speakers as Rep. Clare Luce, the woman 
playright, ask the question whether it might not have been possible 
to avoid war, had we had in the White House a leader who would 
have built our defenses so strong that no nation would have dared 
attack us. 

Since then the theme has often been repeated. We may expect 
to hear more of it during the campaign. A subtle effortjs being 
made to hold President Roosevelt responsible for the sad.state of 
our military preparations prior to the Japanese sneak attack which 
precipitated us into war. 


LIMPUS'- The best answer that can be given to Republican at 

tacks of the kind is found in a letter just written the 
Washington Star by Lowell M, Limpus, one of the best-known mili- 
tary analysts of the country. 

Moved by criticism of Mr. Roosevelt’s prewar record on national 
defense, Mr. Limpus deviated from his military writings long enough . 
to address a letter to the Washington paper on the subject. 

“It is unfair,” he said, “to imply that the President neglected the 
national defense prior to Pearl Harbor. Instead he was busy re 
pairing the neglect of the Hoover administration. The record is 
quite clear.” 

Whereupon Mr. Limpus proceeded to cite instances and give 
dates. As early as May, 1934, he said, the pa were reporting 
that “the President has committed himself to a policy” of “quietly 
spending public works funds” to “build the Navy up to strength.” 

Again in June, 1935, he reminded, the President's approval was 
given to acts of congress providing for “a partial restoration of the 
Army’s enlisted strength.” 

“In the following September,” the writer added, “he met Japan’s 
threat of fleet expansion by urging ‘a Navy second to none,’ and ° 
in November he wrote into the budget a provision for 4,400 more 
sailors and Marines; His January, 1937, budget message announced 
two new battleships; in August he came out for six more, and on 
December 28 he warned the Japs, through a public letter to con- 
gress, that we wouldn’t be content with “18 battleships if they kept 
on building.” 

After citing a number of other instances of the President’s efforts 
in behalf of national defense during the peace years preceding Pearl 
Harbor. Mr. Limpus concluded with this statement: 

“I am not presenting a political argument here. . . . I could 
make jt a lot stronger if I were. ... But simply pointing out in 
the interest of historical fair play that Franklin D: Roosevelt should 
be given credit for rearming this nation in time to meet its greatest 
emergency and for making such magnificent appointments as those 
of Marshall, King, Arnold and MacArthur. Let’s keep our history 
straight about these things, at least.” 

All of this, it should be noted, comes not from a politician, but 
from a military expert. As a military man, Capt. Limpus simply 
resented some of the things being said by the politicians in dis- 
paragement of the President’s preparedness record. 


CONGRESS’ FAULT If our defense works were not all that 

they should have been when war clouds 
began to envelop us, it was not so much the President’s fault as it 
was the omission of congress, plug the failure of preceding Repub- 
lican administrations, which first scrapped the great Navy we had 
left over from World War I and then refused, under Hoover, to 
oe a single new naval vessel to replace those sunk or becoming 
obsolete, 

Had the Roosevelt administration followed the naval building 
policy of the Hoover administration, Pearl Harbor might have been 
a far more serious matter for us than it was. 

It was not so much what we actually had on hand in the way 
of naval tonnage at the time of the Japanese attack. Far more 
important was the naval program congress had already laid down, 
at the request of the Presdient, for building a two-ocean Navy. 

Fortunately for us, that program had already been approved 
and was in the course of development when the Japs struck. Other- 
wise, -it would Nave taken us at least three years, instead of a year 
and a half, before we could have mounted sufficient forces to go 
on the offensive in the Pacific. 

No fair student of the situation can fail to give Mr. Roosevelt 
full credjt for the advance naval preparations we had made.

Sail Down Mississippi 
NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—(#)—A 
new, short route for delivery of 
ocean-going vessels from Great 
Lakes shipyards to South America 
was inaugurated recently when 
seven 350-foot oil tankers com- 
pleted the 2,247-mile inland water- 
way passage from Duluth, Minn., 
to New Orleans, it was disclosed 
today. 

The tankers, built for the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
are now in service between Lake 
Maracaiso, Venezuela, and refin- 
eries at Aruba and Curaco off the 
Venezuelan coast. 

Constructed in Duluth because 
building ways along the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Atlantic coast were 
crowded, the vessels, heavier than 
average Allied destroyers, were 
too large to pass through the nar- 
row St. Lawrence river locks. 

They were routed through Lake 
Superior, St. Mary’s river, the 
Sault Ste.
